Army engineers saying that (new 
levees erected along the lower Mis- 
sissippi, hitherto untested by severe 
floods, were capable of handling only 
2,400,000 cubic feet of water per min- 
ute—while the angry Ohio, swollen to 
the greatest proportions in its history, 
was expected to dump a minimum of 
3,000,000 cubic feet into the Mississippi 
when the flood crest reaches there. 


The people to be evacuated are to 


be moved to the nearest centers on 
levels considered safe from inunda- 
tion, whre they will be turned over to 
the Red Cross for housing, feeding and 
lospitalization. 


To Heighten Levees 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.—<#)— Fears for 


the adequacy of parts of the main line 
Mississippi river levee system, became 
apparent Tuesday and United States 
engineers ordered workers to heighten 
the entire line of embankment against 
the super-flood sweeping down from 
the Ohio and its tributaries. 


Levee breaks threatened at Charles- 


ton and New Madrid, Mo., while in 
West 
Tennessee, near Tiptonville, 


state militia patrolled a levee that 
neared the breaking point 


The Mississippi at Memphis, where 


engineers forecast a crest of 55 feet— 
the highest in history—gauged 42.7 
feet Tuesday, 8.7 feet above flood leveL 


Thousands of acres in Mississippi 


were inundated by the rising Talla- 
hatchie and Coldwater rivers, but res- 
idents of that state were more worried 
about what the Mississippi would do 
to the untested main line levees whan 
it reaches its crest.

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; Changes in Blood's Volume, Factors Are Revealed 


in Certain Diseases 


By DR. MORRIS F1SHBEIN 


Editor, Journal of the American Medical Association, and of 


Hygeia, the Health Magazine. 


One of the purposes of the blood is to 


circulate through the body as a whole 
various chemical substances, glandular 
materials, and fluids carried by the 
body. 


The blood constitutes about one- 


eleventh of the whole body wegiht, anc 
. a normal human adult has a little 
more than six quarts of blood in his 
body. 


The volume of the blood is import- 


ant, because any lessening in its quan- 
tity will at once lower the pressure 
and interfere with the-supply of blood 
received by the organs. 


Any sudden loss of a large amount 


of blood may be fatal, whereas a grad- 
ual loss is not, because the body can 
compensate gradually for its lack of 
Oxygen and fall of blood pressure. 


In certain diseases the volume of 


blood is lessened and in others in- 
creased. In certain forms of kidney 
disease, for instance, the total volume 
of blood is reduced because of the 
decreased number of red cells. In 
uremia, it varies rapidly because fluid 
is lost by vomiting and bleeding. 


Frequently it is necessary to restore 


the volume of the blood to overcome 
shock. This is done by free drinking 
of. water, by injection, of saline solu; 
tipns directly imo th/ blood or under 
th'e skin, and by means of blood trans- 
fusions..., . 


Certain /conditions are associated 


witKconvulsions. headaches, and men- 
tal symptoms in which there is pres- 
sure, .tine to -^an over-accumulation of 
fluid in the brain.. In such cases, it'is 
customary; to decrease the volume of 
the blood by giving large doses of salts 
or -by introducing large amounts of 
salt solutions into the bowl. 


Whether the blood is acid or alka- 


line, or tends toward acidity or alka- 
linity, also is important. Reaction of 
blood is measured by what is known 
as the 
hydrogenion 
concentration. 


Wide variations from the normal are 
not compatible with life; in fact, em- 
phatic alterations in the hydrogenion 
concentration of the blood rarely are 
noted in a healthy person. 


After very severe exercise, there 


amy be a tendency toward an acid re- 
action and, in very hight altitudes, a 
tendency toward alkalinity. 


In certain diseases, reaction of the 


blood may vary considerably. Acids 
are constantly being formed in the 
body as a result of digestion. During 
activity, lactic acid is formed in the 
muscles. Alkaline substances are tak- 
en in large amounts in the diet, and 
the 
body disposes of the excess 


amounts to keep the body from be- 
coming too alkaline. Some victims of 
gastric ulcer take too much baking 
soda or alkaline salts and may there- 
fore nave an excess of alkali in the 
body. 


In certain conditions the blood may 


be tinged with bile, as a result of 
which jaundice sets in. Average life 
of a red blooiceilj| about three weeks. 


The red tJftodi cells break down in 


the liver, where the bile is formed, and 
the bile passes from':'the liver into the 
jlood. 


In cases of diabetes, the blood con- 


tains an excess amount of sugar. 


Carbon dioxide in the blood is re- 


nted to the factor of respiration, since 
)lood must carry oxygen. If anything 
interferes with the supply of oxygen 
,o the blood, the patient becomes blue, 
or cyanotic.

But higher pay just isn't in the cards. 


The firm simply hasn't got the money.

landings from cloudy skies. 


Interest in these beams now is es- 


pecially keen in the far west, where 
unprecedented winter air 
accidents 


have killed at least 26 persons, includ- 
ing Martin Johnson, the flying ex- 
plorer. A major eastern disaster as- 
sociated with beam trouble occurred 
Bear Uniontown, Pa., last April, when 
a transport crashed with a loss of 12 
lives. 


How Beams Work 


Coast headquarters of the U. S. Bu- 


reau of Air Commerce explains the 
beam system as follows: 


Unlike ordinary broadcasts whose 


waves spread in all directions, the 
"NA'* combination is confined to 
definite channels. 


The „ bureau of air commerce 


sends these "beams" along all prin- 
cipal airlines, from stations never 
more than 200 miles apart. They 
run in four directions, or "legs."

20,267 rural rehabilitation clients who 
are now tenants in Arkansas, Louisi- 
ana and Mississippi are now competent 
Mid ready to assume the responsibil- 
ity of home ownership without sup- 
ervision. All they need is a reasonable 
dpportunity to acquire an equily in 
land. 


Twenty-nine per cent are ready and 


qualified to assume the responsibility 
of farm ownership provided they re- 
ceive the benefit of assistance and sup- 
ervision such as is now given through 
the farm and home management plans 
, in rural rehabilitation. 


Thirty-five per cent will be quali- 


fied to graduate into farm home own- 
ership after they have operated for 
five years or. less under a rural reha- 
bilitation loan and a farm and home 
management plan. 


Twenty-five per cent, due to lack 


Of ability or inclination, poor health. 
or other causes, cannot be expected 
to qualify ultimately to assume the 
responsibility of farm home owner- 
ship. 


These percentages, the first so far 


as 1 know to be applied to so large a 
group of tenant farmers, at least sug- 
gest an answer to the question that 
arises immediately in consideration of 
the farm tenancy problem. The ques- 
tion is:

offered? 


I believe these percentages arc sig- 


nificant because they are based upon 
a careful analysis of the background, 
character, and actual farming records 
of 20,267 rural rehabilitation clients. 
The records were compiled by trained 
rural supervisors, assisted by county 
agricultural advisory committees thor- 
oughly familiar with clients and local 
conditions. 


This group of tenants are farmers 


who were most greatly affected by the 
depression. They have been investi- 
gated and certified as being farmers 
who could be rehabilitated through 
loans and assistance of well-made farm 
and home management plans. The 
group i.s representative of the tenant 
farmers in the three states. 


In Arkansas. Louisiana and Missis- 


sippi are the most fertile cotton pro- 
ducting lands in all the states. These 
three states containing most of the 
cotton growing area of the Mississippi 
river delta, also embrace other cot- 
ton growing lands typical of most of 
the cotton belt. 


On these lands, tenant fanners are 


predominant. The census of 1935 re- 
veals that 64.8 per cent of the farmers 
in these great cotto 'nstates are ten- 
ants. Of the 477,700 farmers in these 
three states who rent tlie land that 
they work, 252,735 are what is gen- 
erally termed "croppers." That is, 
52.8 per cent of all these tenant farm- 
ers do not own their teams or tools, 
but depend on farm operators to fur- 
nish these along with the land. 


No Land Security 


| The hard-working, honest, capable 


I jenant farmer usually has little dif- 
'ficulty in finding land to work. His 
opportunity, however, to acquire title 
to land or to obtain a leasing arrange- 
ment, which would enable him to 
have security on the land so that he 
miuht plan from year to year, is lim- 
ited.

The indication from this analysis is 


that about 60 per cent of the tenant 
farmers would not now quality for 
farm home ownership even with as- 
sistance and supervision of farm and 
home management plans. Many of 
these who can qualify may not be 
given a chance soon to do so because 
of insufficient financial and land re- 
sources to make it an early possibil- 
ity. 


Therefore, steps to aid worthy tenant 


farmers, who must remain tenants if 
they are to continue to {arm, need to 
be taken. 


The greatest drain on the incomes of 


tenant farmers most frequently is the 
cost of credit neci-ismy tu carry oil 
their crop operations. 


The general observation has been 


made that "the wolf is less than 30 


door" and happenings of recent year 
have shown the truth in this. It doe 
not help then, to argue that the tcnan 
should .save until his accuniulaion 
from one crop year will enable him t 
produce the next crop without goin 
into debt. Soine few do this. It i.s ai 
ideal for which to .strive; 
practical matter, it is not to be the lo 
of the majority of tenant farmers un 
dcr average conditions. 


Most of this credit has been ha/, 


ardous since it i.s generally L.isi.-d <.

Drives Historic Car From 


Assembly Line 


DEARBORN, Mich. — Henry Ford 


stood Monday nt the end of the final 
assembly line at the Ford Motor Com- 
pany Rouge Plnnt and watched work- 
men build the 25,000,000th Ford. 


By his side wns his son, Edscl Ford, 


the president of the Ford Motor com- 
pany, and the chiefs of his world- 
wide organization. The only other ob- 
servers of the historic event were n 
smnll gnnip of newspapermen. 


As the 25,000,000th car reached the 


end of the finnl assembly line and the 
inspectors had finished their work Mr. 
Ford climbed into the front passenger 
sent. His son slipped into the driver's 
seat, pressed the starter button and 
drove the car off the line. 


Completion of the 25,000,000th Ford 


represented the manufacture, over 
the last thirty-three and a half years, 
of more motor vehicles than are regis- 
tered for operation today all over the 
United States. 


Mr. Ford, his son, other Ford execu- 


tives and the invited guests watched 
the entire progress of the 25,000,000th 
cnr from the time it began its journey 
down the final assembly line—a bare 
frame, with running genr attached— 


dealers for months to buy the new car, 
as production nt the Rouge Plant and 
Ford branch plants slowly was built 
up. 


During the closing days of that year 


only a few thousand were produced. 
The following year the volume Jump- 
ed to 818,734 and reached a peak in 
1929 with a total of 1,951,092. The fol- 
lowing year tlie effects of the depres- 
sion began to be felt. Production fell 
lo 1,485,602, in 1931 to 762,058. 


Even then Mr. Ford was working on 


a new car, the V-8. It wns shown to 
the public for the first time, March 
31, 1932, when American business was 
sinking to the lowest reaches of the 
depression. Along with it was n com- 
panion cnr, the Model B, a refinement 
of the famous Model A. That year 
production totalled almost a half-mil- 
lion cars, the next year production 
reached 858,534 and it became apparent 
that the four-cylinder cnr wns soon to 
pass out of the production picture. 


In 1935 Ford again enjoyed a "mil- 


lion-car" year, the tenth .since the 
popularity of the Model T first boost- 
ed production past the million-mark 
in 1920. Volume reached a total of 
1,342,346 in 1935, and 1,19-1,800 in 1936. 


Tlie 25.000,000th Ford has been pre- 


ceded by other historic Fords which 


until it reached the end, a sleek shin- 
ing de luxe Fordor Touring Sedan, 
with body in cream, wheels in chrom- 
ium and the 25,000,000 legend decorat- 
ing the body panels and the trunk com- 
partment hatch.

In 1903, its first year, the Ford 


Company produced 1,708 cars, the first 
tlodcl A's and C's. The next year pro- 
duction was only 1,695, the following 
year 1,599. Production expanded sub- 
stantially in 1906, 8,728 Model K, N, R 
and S cars being built that year, and 
14,887 the following year. Up until 
1908, only 28,618 cars were produced. 


It was in 1908 that Mr. Ford intro- 


duced the Model T, convinced that the 
time had come to provide a car for the 
masses. The first year production was 
only 10,660. The follownig year, how- 
ever, the Model T began to become 
famous. By 1913 production had reach- 
ed 181,795, in 1915 volume hod passed 
the half-million mark and in 1920 the 
total passed the million mark with a 
volume of 1,074,336. 


The peak year for Model T was 1923 


when 2,090,240 cars were produced. 
The next two years the total clung 
close- to the 2,000,000 mark and then 
begun to drop. In 1926 the volume was 
down to 1,665,076. 


On May 4, 1924 the 10,000,000th Model 


T was produced. Three years later,

The Resettlement 
Administration,

rehabilitation loans, points the way 
oward eliminating some of the crop 


last of the famous ears which had 
made world history, for shortly after- 
ward production was abandoned while 
Mr. Ford labored to create u new car 


credit hazards. Some of these hazards 
are due to seasonable conditions which 
nay not he determined in advance. 
The rural rehabilitation loans are 
cash loans which enable the farmer 
.o make his purchases on an open com- 
petitive basis. The amount of the 
,oan is determined by a farm and 
lome management plan made for the 
family and the lurid involved. Sup- 
ervision is then given in the carrying 
out of these farm and home manage- 
ment plane. The making of the farm 
and home plans and the guidance 
given, in the carrying out of these 
plans' provide a basis for more effec- 
tive production and marketing and 
more careful management. 


The collections of rural rehabilita- 


tion, except in the drouth stricken 
area where the fanner through his 
own efforts could not prevent crop 
losses, are most encouraging. Under 
normal crop conditions, the rural re- 
habailitation loans are good loans and 
serve the clients effectively by pro- 
viding credit at a reasonable cost. The 
extension of the principles of these 
loans to other worthy tenants would 
aid in helping such farmers to over- 
come one of their great handicaps. 


A very pleasant thing about the ten- 


ant system, as it operates in the cot- 
ton belt, is the difference somcimes 
arising at time of .settlements between 
landowners and tenants. Much of this 
could be avoided by written definite 
rental contracts. 
If such contracts 


were drawn to provide for continuity 
of the operations as long as they are 
satisfactory, other faults of the tenant 
system may be eliminated. For those 
differences thai may not be settled 
hy definite contracts and itemi/.ed 
records of account, there are commit- 
tcets now functioning in each county 
under thC general direction of Re- 
settlement known as Farm Debt Ad- 
justment Committees which 
might 


properly be given the additional func- 
tion of adjusting these settlement dif- 
ficulties.
